Belated dispatches from Athens say 
that Greece bases her decision on in- 
ternational law, while the entente min- 
isters contend that the right accorded 
troops to enter the country through 
Saloniki permits them to retire by the 
same route, should it become necessary 
for them to do so. The ministers are 
demanding that Greece unequivocally 
define the attitude she will observe 
should such an eventuality present it- 
self. ; 0 

Some Reminders for Constantine. 

Besides the claims to hospitality 
which the entente allies declare they 
have on Greece, in view of the then 
Premier Venizelos’ invitation to them to 
send a force to Saloniki to enable 
Greece to fulfill her treaty obligations 
to Serbia, which, however, Greece re- 
pudiated, Earl Kitchener or the entente 
ministers are likely to draw the atten- 
tion of King Constantine and his gov- 


ernment to the fact that the constitu- 
tionalism of Gredce was guaranteed by 
France, Russia and Great ‘Britain and 
that it was only obtained after Great 
Britain had ceded the Ionian lands. to 
that. country and the three powers had 
agreed to contribute $20,000 yearly for 
the personal use of the king. 

This, it is contended, binds the Greek

HEAR SCREAMS 
OF WOMAN. 


The women were Ibbie Millbrooks, 
who lives at 213 Connally street; Mat- 
tie Goosby, living at 211 Connally 
street, and llean Lewis, living at 231 
Connally street. 

The statements made to . 
by all three of the women were prac- 
tically the same. They claimed that 
at about 2 o’clock Sunday morning 
they were awakened by screams of 
“Please don’t let him kill me. Oh, 
God help—help my mother.” 

The women all thought that they 
were being deceived by some one play- 
ing a. joke on them, they stated, and 
running to their respective windows, 
looked ont and saw a cab dashing past 
with driver bent over his reins and 
horse galloping at top speed. 

The matter was talked around among 
the negro residents of that section of 
the city, and as ther were no further 
developments, the matter was forgot- 
ten until several mornings later, when a 
cab was again seen to come down Con- 
nally street and stop in front of the 
dump. The Williams woman and oth- 
ers stated that after the cab had stop- 
ped a man alighted, remained at the 
dump a few minutes and was seen a 
little later hurrying from the place.

With the discovery of the thigh the de- 
tectives decided to comb that section of 
the dump in an effort to find other por- 
tions of a body, believing them to be 
there.

Near the part of the torso was found 
a quantity of cloth which had evidently 
been clothing at one time. There was 
a woman's belt lying in close proxim- 
ity to the thigh, and cloth which re- 
sembled a coat buried deep beneath the 
muddy waters of the sewer. It had 
been hacked to pieces with some sharp 
instrument. 

The finding of portions of a woman's 
clothing near the parts ofethe bedy 
was what finally decided the detectives 
positively that the body was mat ofa 
woman. 

From the smallness of the foot at 
first they were inclined to think that 
it was that of some child until the 
clothes -were discovered. 

Thinking probably that some hospital 
was responsible for the presence of the 
objects at the dump the detectives call- 
ed every hospital in the city, but none 
could throw any light on the mystery. 


MURDER 
DECISION. 


Every possible theory which could 
explain for the presence of the objects 
on the dump in an innocent manner or 
even by mistake, was exploded by the 
officers. Their final conclusion was 
that during the past several days the 
woman of whose body parts were found,’ 
had been murdered and then her body 
chopped into small pieces and thrown 
on the pile of refuse.

Germans Making Promises. 

The Germans, on the other hand, are 
declared to be assuring the Greek gov- 
ernment that Greece will be protected 
against the entente. allies should she 
support the central powers, and that 
as evidence of the ability of Austria 
and Germany to do this they are dis- 
patching more submarines to the Medi- 
terranean, which could be used against 
any fleet threatening Greek ports.

The German Bomb · Plotter 


Makes Clean Breast to 

Federal Attorney — Inti- 
mated Fay’s Story Involves 
: Diplomat. 


New York, November 15.—Robert 
Fay, self-styled lieutenant in the Ger- 
man army and by his own confession 
head of a gang of bomb-makers that 
sought to disable or destroy munition- 
laden ships sailing from New York to 
the enténte allies, told the story of his 
life today to Assistant United States 
District Attorney Knox. Fay talked 
freely, fully and of his own volition 
for tive hours without interruption. 
What he said was not made pubiic, 
but Mr. Knox announced that all Fay 
wanted to do now was to plead guisty 
to the government's charges against 
him’ and go to jail. : , 

P. J. McDonald, a lawyer appoinsed 
to represent Fay, sought to see his 
client in Mr. Knox’s office, but fail- 
ing, served on Mr. Knox notice ot his 
intent to demur to the indictment. Fay 
read the demurrer while the lawyer 
waited outside and, according to Mr. 
Knox, said he did not wish to demur 
to the indictment or to do anytaing 
else but plead guilty and start at once 
to serve his .sentence. ; 

No Promise of Immunity. 


Fay’s long talk with Mr. Knox was 


upon his own solicitation and witnout 
promise of immunity or leniency.. The 
statement which the prisoner dictatod 
carried him back to Germany, almost 
to the date of his birth, covered the 
high lights of his service in the Ger- 
man army, told in detail of his aileged 
mission to America and recited his 
movements and activities here. 

Whether it was true in its essen- 
tials,, District Attorney Marshall said 
afterward, had yet to be determined, 
but in some respects: it was verified 
by information the government had 
collected from other sources. 

is no doubt,” Mr. Marshall 

„that his name is really Fay and 

that he served in the German arniy. 

As to the rest we don’t know. His 

statement differs somewhat from his 

previous story, but admits his guilt of 
the charges against him.” 

What Fay told Mr. Knox leads back 
to a source to which already has been 
traced another casé under investigation 
by the government, according to Roger 
B. Wood, an assistant in Mr. Marshall's 
office. Mr. Wood has prepared most of 
the cases in the passport frauds and 
also prepared the government's case 
against Karl Buenz and other officials 
of the Hamburg-American line, indicted 
on a charge of conspiracy, and to be 
placed on trial this week, 


Took Orders From Fifth Man. 


“Five cases of this sort lead back to 
four sources,” Mr. Wood said. “They 
are the Fay case ,the Buenz case and 
the three passoport cases. In none of 
the cases did the actual defendants 
know what the defendants in the other 
cases were doing. The four sources, 
however, directing these five cases are 
very close together—very. It is my be- 
lief that these four men all reported to 
and took their orders from a fifth man 
who was the director of all the trouble 
of this sort in the United States.” 

“If you could prove this,” Mr. Wood 
was asked, “would you or could you 
prosecute the fifth man!“ l 

“All I can say to that,“ he replied, 
“is that under the law we cannot pros- 
ecute any diplomatic representative of 
a foreign country.“

today he was taken batk to the Tombs

The professional nurse has often taken 
her life in her hands when she took charge 
of a case in the home where fond relations 
felt their love and affection were reflected 
upon when her coming relieved them from 
nursing the loved one. Fresh air treatments 
for pneumonia and tubercular diseases are 
becoming established over a patiently waged 


protest. People were just becoming con- 


vinced of the efficacy of germ-killing, follow- 
ing disease, when lere comes medical 
science, apparently as inconsistent as evolv- 
ing woman, and says: Stop befouling your 
home with ill-smelling gases; just clean up 
as we direct you to do!” ; :

DEFECT IN SHIPPING LAW » 
CHARGED BY ALABAMA OFFICER 

— The_defect of the anti-shipping law, upon 
which the Stovall shipping bill is based, is 
that it is too easily evaded by those having 
intoxicating liquors shipped to them, accord- 
ing to Deputy Sheriff T. P. Patterson, of Jef- 
ferson county, Alabama, in which the city 
of Birmingham is located. 

Sheriff Patterson was in Atlanta Monday 
and sat in the gallery of the house during 
the rr of the Stovall bill. 

“Your law,” he said, “it seems will be 
practically the same law that Alabama has 
now. 


He was informed that it was drawn by 
ex-Justice Weakly, of Alabama, who also 
drew the Alabama laws. ’ 

In Birmingham,” said Sheriff Patterson, 
“the operation of the law has been such that 
one may easily order three shipments, each of 
the limit of the law, on the same day in Bir- 
mingham, and this is being done.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE GIVES 
DEAF SCHOOL A CLEAN BILL 


Governor Harris Monday sent to the house 
and the senate a supplementary message in 
which he included the report of the legisla- 


tive committee appointed at the regular ses- 


sion to investigate the management of the 
school for the deaf at Cave Spring, and also 
asked the advice of the general assembly as 
to insuring the buildings at the state farm. 

e report of the committee gave the 
schoo! for the deaf a clean bill of- health. 

In regard to insuring buildings at the 
state farm, the law provides that the gov- 
ernor shall ey insur all public buildings 
of the state with the exception, among others, 
of the state penitentiary. e 

he prison. commission has secured from 
the attorney general a ruling to the effect 
that this provision does not take into con- 
sideration, other buildings upon the state 
farm, and the prison commission now asks 
the governor to imsure other buildings locat- 
ed there. This matter involves the expen- 
diture of additional money, and the governor 
has, therefore, submitted it to the general 
assembfry. 

The governor's message is, in part, as fol- 


ws: 

J have thought it well to call to your at- 
tention a matter which may require some ac- 
tion at your hands, viz.: Section 147 of the 
code of Georgia, is as follows: 

„The governor shall keep insured, at 
one-half their value, all of the public build- 
ing of the state and library, except the state 
arsenals at Milledgeville and Savannah, the 
penitentiary at Milledgeville, and the build- 
ings of the Western & Atlantic R. R.“ 

Under this section it was not believed 
that the governor was required to insure the 
tipo cag at Milledgeville. This insur- 
ance has, heretofore, been kept up by the 
prison commission under the construction put 
upon the law by the executive department. 

e prison commission, however, has recent- 
ly secured an opinion from the attorney gen- 
eral to the effect that the words “penitentiary 
at Milledgeville,” as used in the statute, did 
not inelude the buildings on the present state 
farm, and have, therefore, asked the gover- 
nor to insure the same, 

“This will require an expenditure of some 
$2,000, I am informed, and the money has 
not been appropriated. If you desire this 
insurance carried with the other insurance 
of the state, and agree with the attorney gen- 
eral that the law requires the governor to 
insure these buildings, 
ask.that you appropriate the necessary funds 
‘to continue the insurance, which is about to 
be cancelled: otherwise it will not be prac- 
ticable for the same to be continued by this 
department. Respectfully submitted, 

N. E. HARRIS, Governor.” 

The following is the commitee report on 
the school for the deaf:

“Step Fumigatizs.” 

„All hapless cities and towns which 
have been accustomed to increasing the 
burdens of invalids and their families Dy | 
befouling their homes with a certain 
process known as fumigation might be 
glad to learn that this practice has been 
stopped in all the boroughs of Greater 
New York. It has been stopped for the 
simple and all-embracing reason that it 
was found to be of no value whatsoever 
in the prevention of infectious diseases, 
and that the best disinfectant is a solu- 
tion of good soap, water, broom, elbow- 
grease, fresh air and sunshine, all of 
which canbe scientifically applied with- 
out a prescription from a medical man. 
Perhaps this is another marvelous 4gi- 
umph for medical science, and perhaps 
it is another marvelous defeat for medi- 
cal non-science, but any luckless wight 
who has ever suffered from this bar- 
barity will. be so joyful to see it in the 
diseard that he will not care to bother 
much about the details thereof.” 

This comment from Life was sent by The 
Constitution to the department of health of 
the city of New York with a request for in- 
formation as to the abandonment of fumiga- 
tion—why- it was done, and the effect. 

The Constitution is in receipt of a letter 
from the department which is published in 
full below, and which is accompanied by an 
issue of the weekly bulletin of the New York 
Department of Health, Containing statistics 
of diphtheria and ‘scarlet fever cases, and 
contrasting conditions in Brooklyn, where 
fumigation was performed, with conditions 
in Greater New York, where it has been 
abandoned. Of the contrast, the health bul- 
letin says: 

A Test. 

“In Brooklyn, where fumigation was 
performed, there were 138 later cases 
among 2,907 original cases (4.70 per cent). 
Of these, 110, or 3.8 per cent. would not 
have been affected by fumigation, and 
28, or 0.9 per cent, might have been so 
affected. In other words, there were half 
again as many cases in Brooklyn, where 
fumigation was done, as in Manhattan, 
where it was not done. 

“These figures show that the discon- 
tinuance of fumigation in diphtheria and 
scarlet fever in the boroughs of Man- 
hattan, the Bronyx and Richmond has 
not been followed by any harmful ef- 
fects. Terminal fumigation in infectious 
diseases will therefore be discontinued 
at once on the borough of Brooklyn.” 

In writing to The Constitution concerning 
the matter, S. Dana Hubbard, chief of the 
division of infected diseases and of the bu- 
reau of preventable diseases of the city of 
New York, says: © g 

Letter From Department. 
Department of Health, City of New York, 

November 11, 1915. : 

Editor Constitution: Your letter, dated 
November 8, 1915, to the chief department of 
contagious diseases, bureau public health, 
New York city, is herewith acknowledged. 

You inquire if the New York department 
of health has discontinued fumigation fol- 
lowing contagious diseases. 

Fumigation following diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, measles and similar contagious dis- 
eases was discontinued by the department 
June 1, 1915, following a careful study of the 
effici@ncy of the same. 

The change was based upon thé following 
facts: 

1. Non-penetrating power of the gas. 

2. Inability_to confine the gas. 

3. Bacteriological tests in diphtheria 
(where it is known to be due to a specific 
organism and this organism is known 
and can be positively determined if 
virulent). ‘ 
In 1912, after a report covering a number 

of contagious cases, where in the observance 
of quarantine in the home had not been over 
carefuland the opportunities for secondary 
cases and none appearing after a procedure 
thought to be wholly insufficient—that ot 
fumigating the room occupied by the at- 
tendant and patient, and omitting fumigating 
8 


dining room, toilet, kitchen and other places 


in the home where infection was possible if - 


the same existed owing to parent caring for 
patient and performing other household 
duties, a test was made to omit fumigation 
in certain cases, for instance measles, which 


had passed on to recovery, and diphtheria 


which had passed on to recovery. Cases of 


measies and diphtheria removed from prem- . 


ises at height of illness or dying at such 
‘period, were fumigated as usual. -After a 
number of months of this work and nothing 
appearing to the contrary it was decided to 
extend.the test further. 

A Record for Five Montha. 

In 1915, on January 1, fumigation was 
discontinued in Manhattan, the Bronx, Queens 
and Richmond boroughs; and continued in 
the Brooklyn borough. A careful study and 
record was made on the work for five months 
and a comparison again made, copy of re- 
port in enclosed bulletin. This additional 
test was discussed by the advisory board, 
consisting of eminent and distinguished gen- 
tlemen and mien well informed in the nature 
of this work, and after consideration it was 
approved, “to discontinue the procedure in 
entirety.” 

In discontinuing fumigation it must not 
be understood that the department simply 
welked out and left no substitute measures 
to prevent infection; on the contrary, addi- 
tional procedures were required and enfore- 
ed which were known to be more sure, more 
certain in their effects and which, while be- 
ing economical, were more acceptable to the 
physician and the public. 

These new regulations consisted of the 
following: ; 

Disinfection throughout 
case. 


Cleansing on termination of case. 

Posting of renovation poster until 
cleansing was performed. 

Inspection to see that cleansing had 
been performed. 

The statistical comparison was most in- 
teresting and the change has been bene- 
ficial to both the public and the municipality. 
To the public in preventing inconvenience 
and destruction of public property; to the 
municipality in effecting an unnual saving of 
salaries of disinfectors, and chemicals 
amounting to about $45,000 to $50,000. 

We are informed that this has been fol- 
lowed by other cities and with like bene- 
fits, (Providence, Milwaukee, etc.) 

A small corps of disinfectors (six men) 
still being held to perform the necessary dis- 
infecting of stables after glanders and to 
disinfect clinics for tuberculosis, and when not 
otherwise occupied to act as cleansers and 
janitors of such clinics. 

Fumigation will be performed after small- 
pox should any cases appear, also for typhus 
(sulphur as an insecticide)...

GERMANS DRIVEN 
BY THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, November 15.—Today’s of- 
ficial communication reads: 

“On the Riga front, north of Lake 
Kanger, we pressed the Germans back 
another five or six versts (three to four 
miles). On the region above Riga, 
many advance guard engagements have 
taken place in the region of Dalen 
Island. On the Dvina, in the region 
of Friedrichstadt., and on the Jacobstadt 
front, quiet prevails. Near Illoukst our 
troops successfully surmounted the 
zone of artificial obstacles and occu- 
pied a portion of the cemetery in the 
town. The town of Dreswiaty has been 
bombarded by German heavy artillery. 
The remainder of the front, as far as 
the Pripet, is calm. 

“In the region north and west of 
Czartorysk, the enemy’s heavy artillery 
during Saturday violently bombarded 
some of the sectors of our front. In 
the evening the enemy advanced in the 
region east of the village of Podgacie. 

“The battle before the Styr crossings 
continues. Calm prevails on the re- 
mainder of the front 80 ward and in 
Galicia. 

During the past month our troops 
on the western (Russian) front took 
Austro-German prisoners to the num- 
ber of 674 officers and 49,200 men and 
captured 21 guns, 118 machine guns, 18 
bomb-throwers and 3 searchlights. 

“In the Caucasus, from the Black sea 
to the River Arax, only skirmishes have 
occurred. On Lake Van our warships 
bombarded Turkish positions in the re- 
gion of the village of Akhatamara. In

RUSSIANS DEFEATED, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, November 15.,—(Via London.) 
A defeat of the Russians in Galicia is 
announced today by the war office, 
which says that the troops of General 
von Linsingen drove back the Rus- 
sians from the west bank of the Styr 
river. The entire west bank has now 
been cleared. Russian attacks ‘near 
Smorgon, east of Vilna, were repulsed. 

On the western front the Germans 
stormed a French trench 300 yards long, 
northeast of Bourie. 

The text of the official statement, 
issued 2 at German army head- 
quarters, said: 

“In the western theater:

French trench 300 yards long was cap- 
tured after fierce fighting and joined 
to our positions.
